TWO APPROPRIATION BILLS 


PASSED BY THE SENATE 


By A ssociated Press. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—The senate to­ 
day made rapid progress. 
The state­ 
hood riders to the agricultural and 
postoffice 
appropriation 
bills 
were 
withdrawn and both bills passed. The 
house amendments to the Philippine 
currency bill were agreed to with but 
slight discussion, thus sending the bill 
to the president. 
The sundry civil bill 
was nearly completed. A large number 
of pension bills were also passed. 


In the course of the day Civil Ser­ 
vice Commissioner Foulke was severely 
criticised on account of a letter writ­ 
ten by him to Mr. Spooner regarding 
the dismissal of an employe of the 
surveyor general's office, Idaho, who 
had been charged with receiving cam­ 
paign contributions. 
The discussion 
rose over a resolution of Mr. Dubois’ 
calling for information in the case. 


The reading of the sundry civil ap­ 
propriation bill consumed one hour 
and a half. 


Mr. Spooner inquired if the appro­ 
priation of $200,000 to ex-Queen Lili- 
uokalani was an honorary one. 


Mr. Allison said that it was founded 
on a claim, pretended or real, of Lili- 
uokalani to what are known as the 
crown lands in Hawaii, of which she 
had been deprived. 


Mr. Morgan 
thought 
the matter 
should go over. 


Mr. Hoar said that at first he had a 
strong feeling against the ex-queen on 
account of newspaper articles, but he 
since had learned that the lands re­ 
ferred to fairly might have been claimed 
to be her private property and not mere 
crown lands. Their proceeds had been 
used for her private support. 
He said 
the ex-queen had tried to reconcile 
her people to the rule of .the United 
States and that she was a woman of 
great personal worth. 
He hoped the 
appropriation would be made because 
it was his desire to atone for public 
utterance of disrespect toward her. 


Answering Mr. Hoar, Mr. Spooner 
said that if there is any claim on the 
part of 
the 
ex-queen contra-distin­ 
guished from the sovereign it should 
be dealt with in a broad way. 


Mr. Allison explained that the claim 
rested on an equity. 


Mr. Blackburn, who 
reported 
the 
amendment, said the committee on Pa­ 


cific islands was unanimous in the 
recommendation. 
It is not contended, 
he said, that there is a legal claim in­ 
volved against the United States. 


“She has no day in court,” he said. 
The fee to the crown lands was not in 
her, but the sovereign, but she was ab­ 
solute in the receipt of the rents. Since 
her overthrow', he said, the government 
has collected $450,000 in rents from 
those lands. He would not discuss the 
responsibility of the United States in 
the matter but no dethronement would 
have occurred and the United States 
would not have appropriated to itself 
the rentals had it not been for the land­ 
ing of United States marines from the 
Boston. It would be a good investment, 
he said, to pay the amount because of 
the feeling of gratitude with which it 
would be accepted and the appreciation 
those people would show. 
It was a 
question, he said, that addressed itself 
to the consciences of senators. 


Mr. Stewart spoke in a similar vein. 
By consent the matter went over un­ 
til tomorrow. 


An amendment was agreed to appro­ 
priating $85,000 for construction of a 
wharf, 
retaining 
wall, and laundry 
plant at Honolulu. 


An amendment appropriating $50,000 
was adopted to pay the expenses of the 
joint commissioners to negotiate the 
differences between the United States 
and Great Britain with respect to Can­ 
ada. 


An amendment from the committee 
on finance was also agreed to appropri­ 
ating $100,000 for the expenses of an 
international commission to fix the par­ 
ity of gol& and silver. Another amend­ 
ment agreed to provides that the au­ 
thority given to the secretary of the 
treasury to coin subsidiary silver coin 
by the eighth section of the act of 
March 14, 1900, hereafter may be ex­ 
ercised without limitation as to the 
amount of such subsidiary coin out­ 
standing. 


At 5 o’clock the sundry civil appro­ 
priation bill was laid aside and by 
unanimous consent unobjected pension 
bills on the calendar were considered. 
In all 320 pension bills were passed. 
The conference report on the Indian 
appropriation bill was agreed to and 
at 6:10 o'clock the senate adjourned 
until tomorrow.

PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY 
HAD BRUSH WITH LADRONES

M anila, Feb. 22.—A force of ladrones 
under G eneral San Sliguel reappeared 
In R izal 
pro-pince 
yesterday. 
They 
avoided an engagem ent w ith the m ain 
force In the south, b u t captured three 
sm all detachm ents of constabulary. The 
enem y surrounded the tow ns of C ainta 
and T aytay, 11 miles east of M anila. 
S atu rd ay and captured 30 scouts and 
.10 men of the constabulary whom they 
set free. 
Today Inspector M clhvaine, 
a t the head of 10 constabulary, w as 
surprised and captured near M ontal- 
ban. 16 miles no rth east of M anila. The 
ladrones prom ised to release them 
if 
th e constabulary would surrender their 
arm s. 
W hile they w ere conferring on 
th is point, M ellwaine m ade a dash for 
lib erty and he and all the constabulary 
m ade their escape. 
W hen the news of the reappearance 
o f G eneral San M iguel’s force reached 
M anila, reinforcem ents of scouts and 
constabulary w ere hurried into the R i­ 
zal province. General Allen and Colonel 
Scott w ent to Antipole and 
assum ed 
com m and of the forces there. They m et 
•with sm all detachm ents of the enem y 
a n d a few skirm ishes took place. They 
were, hcnvever, unable to locate the 
m ain body of ladrones. 
Geneal Allen 
an d Colonel Scott are continuing the 
¡pursuit and hope to overtake the re­ 
leased prisoners. 
I t ia said th a t San M iguel's force con­ 
sists of 300 men arm ed and uniform ed. 
T he zone of ladrone activity extends 
from Caloocan, four miles north of M a­ 
nila, eastw ard to the m ountains of R i­ 
zal an d skirting the northern lim its of 
M anila. The M anila police co-operated 
an S atu rd ay ’s effort to corner the en­ 
em y. 
S ecretary W inthrop. in the ab- 
isence of G overnor T aft, requested Gen­ 
eral D avis to furnish additional scout», 
an d G eneral D avis has ordered another 
battalio n of scouts to report to General 
Allen. 
It is expected th a t additional 
troops will be ordered out. 
G eneral San M iguel’s force is small, 
a n d th e governm ent is determ ined to 
speedily suppress it. San Miguel claims 
th e insurgent leadership and 
fights 
u n d er the K atipunan flag. According 
to new s from Albay, Luzon, a force 
of ladrones attack ed a sm all detach­ 
m ent of constabulary F riday. The con­ 
stab u lary retreated, but killed 11 of 
th e enem y. 
Two of the constabulary 
■were killed.

street heard cries of anguish and des­ 
peration. for the fire, feeding rapidly 
and ravenously on the tinder-like m a­ 
terial of the lower floor, had completely 
cut off escape. 
Stam pedes to the w in­ 
dows, the only m eans of exit left, fol­ 
lowed. The street below w as now filled 
and the crowd w as little less frantic 
than the despairing ones in the fast 
burning building.

POPE LEO CELEBRATED 
HIS SILVER ANNIVERSARY.

ijome, Feb. 20.—Pope Leo celebrated 
today in the presence of vast crowds 
and w ith m ost im posing cerem onies 
the 25th or silver anniversary of his 
elevation to the pontificate.

ter's.

posed im iuisonm ent 
in the 
Vatican, 
during which he has never gone beyond 
the palace grounds and 
St. P eter’s, 
which is considered to be p art of the 
Vatican. 
"W hat a glorious 
nornlng for the 
jubilee of m y pontificate," 
the pope 
added, as he proceeded w ith evident 
pleasure to peruse tho alm ost iiinunT- 
erable telegram s, letters and addressefe 
of congratulations th a t had reached the 
Vatican from all p a rts of the world. 
The hall of beatification, above the 
portico of St. P eter’s, where the pontiff 
held his jubilee reception, presented a 
brilliant scene. It w as beautifully hung 
w ith antifiue brocades and illum inated 
by thousands of electric lights and wax 
candles. The boxes lining the long, n a r­ 
row hall, were filled to their capacity 
w ith m em bers of the Rom an aristo ­ 
cracy, diplon\ats, women 
w ith 
black 
veils, men in evening dress and m onks 
and sisters in varying gard. H ere and 
there groups of päpal guards in bright 
uniform s lent coldr to the whole. N ot­ 
able am ong the diplom ats w as Count 
Almodover, head of the special mission 
sent to represent the K ing of Spain 
a t the jubilee. 
The struggle to get into the hall was 
terrific. 
People w ere sw ept off their 
feet and women w ere overcome, but no 
one w as really injured.

SCHOOL CHILDREN "WERE 
STRUCK BY EXPRESS.

N ew ark, N. J.. Feb. W.—A fast ex­ 
press on the L ackaw anna railroad cut 
through a trolley car 
rrowded 
w ith 
school children .'it the Clifton crossing 
today. E ight of the children were killed 
and a score or more of others Injured. 
The m otorm an. who stuck to his post, 
will die, and the c-ngincer of the ex­ 
press w as so badly hu rt th at there 
little hope of his lecovery. 
Both the express and the trolley were 
on steep grades, going at right angles. 
The express was 
signaled, 
and 
the 
crossing gates were lowered while the 
trolley car was not yet half w ay down 
the hill. The m otorm an shut off the 
pojver and applied the brake, but alm ost 
im m ediately the car began to slip along 
the icy rails. It gained trem endous m o­ 
m entum , and a t the bottom of the hill 
crashed through the gates directly in 
the track of the oncoming train.

The ice- 
covered rails afforded no hold for the 
wheels and although B rady jam m ed 
his brake harder and then sw ung on 
the reverse, the m om entum of the car 
grow a t every yard and the car .^^hot 
down tow ard the railroad. 
W hen it 
w as rig h t a t the gates the express th u n ­ 
dered into view. 
W arned by the cries of those on foot 
and

danger, those on the platform s be­ 
gan to throw them selves off into the 
snow and as the car sped along the 
few rem aining feet tow ard the rails, 
perhaps one-third escaped death or in­ 
ju ry in this way, b u t there w as no tim e 
for those w ithin the car to do m ore th an 
crush tow ard the rear door. The gates 
were swept aside like toothpicks and 
before the cracking of the gates died 
out cam e the crash. 
F or 30 seconds 
before the air w as filled w ith fran tic 
cries of those who saw death dashing 
down upon them. 
The w reck of the trolley car w as com­ 
plete. 
The pilot of the engine struck 
It alm ost am idships, turned it partly 
around and the engine cut it in two. 
The upper p art of the car w as reduced 
to fragm ents under the drivers of the 
locomotive. 
One half of the car w as 
throw n to one side and lay on the 
tracks. 
The other section w as hurled 
some distance aw ay. In every direction 
lay the injured and the dead. The en­ 
gine w as brought to a stan d still and 
from the nearby houses m en rushed to 
the rescue. The spectacle w as appalling 
and m any who started to w ork had to 
give it up, unnerved. 
Over from the 
H igh school, w here the crash had been 
heard, and from the windows w here 
some w itnessed the accident, cam e pu­ 
pils and teachers to aid In succoring 
th eir com panions. A lad who had been 
hurled to safety Into 
the snowbank, 
arose, brushed the snow out of his eyes 
and rushed up the stre et to a fire box 
and turned In an alarm . 
W ithin five m inutes as m any dead 
bodies had been laid side by side in the 
snow alongsiclcs th® track.

23.—The tw elfth 
continental congress of the D aughters 
of the A m erican Revolution convened 
in this city today. 
M any of the lead­ 
ers of the organization th a t num bers 
40,000 patriotic wornen w ere present. Ap­ 
proxim ately 1.000 delegates and a lte r­ 
nates from all the states in the union 
attended. The congress will be in ses­ 
sion throughout this week and already 
bids fa ir to be m arked by several w arm 
contests, the principal one being over 
the orders of president general. Mrs. 
C harles W. F airb an k s is a candidate 
to succeed herself for the second term . 
She already has served one term as 
president general and one term as vice 
president general and the opponents to 
her re-election claim th a t her tenure 
in both offices operate as tw o continu­ 
ous term s in the m eaning of an am end­ 
m ent to the constitution inhibiting the 
officers from serving m ore than two 
continuous 
term s. 
"Phe advocates of 
her re-election contend th a t the am end­ 
m ent w as not retroactive, and th a t she 
is 
therefore 
eligible. 
M rs. 
Daniel 
M anning and M rs. 
Donald 
McLean, 
both of New York city, will be con­ 
spicuous in the cam paign for presi­ 
dent general. 
The featu re of today's program was 
the address of welcome of President 
G eneral 
F airbanks, the 
response 
by 
M rs. M ay Philips M ontgom ery of O re­ 
gon, 
and th e cerem ony of raising on 
the site of the m em orial continental 
hall, the flag presented to the society 
by the Sons of the A m erican R evolu­ 
tion of W ashington. 
M rs.' F airb an k s in her address, re ­ 
ferred to the influx of Italians, Bohem ­ 
ians, Poles and R ussians in G reater 
New York, and said th a t the g reatest 
aspiration should be to elim inate 
the 
attach in g of any other n ationality to 
the w ord Am erica. 
She referred to 
the pending am endm ents relating to 
lim itations on the length of service of 
officers and to change the date of the 
annual m eeting to either the week in 
w hich April 19 falls to the first M onday 
in M ay and recited the argum ents of 
both sides of the la tte r question, but 
m ade no reconnnendatioii beyoud say ­ 
ing th a t “All would regret our failure 
to m eet in th a t week in wliich W ash­ 
ington’s b irth d ay occurred.”

A t this Juncture 
representatives of 
the Sons of the Revolution, the Sons 
of the A m erican Revolution and a de­ 
tail of the F irst regim ent of M inute 
Men of W ashington, m arched on the 
stage, the last nam ed in their conti­ 
nental uniform . 
Edw in W arfield 
of 
Boston, m ade an address in which he 
paid a high

and portrayed the objects of th e organ­

An interesting feature of the day’s 
exercises w as the raising of a flag on 
the site of the proposed continental hall 
a t Seventeenth and D streets, north­ 
west. 
This took place a t the conclu­ 
sion of the business session of the con­ 
vention. 
Tonight th e m em bers of the 
society visited the library of congress, 
where Mrs. F airb an k s held a reception 
for several hours.

Intervene in Golden Cycle Matter. 
There was a new development in the 
famous Golden Cycle litigation yes­ 
terday that may be the means of com­ 
promising the whole matter. 
Judge 
J. M. Ellis of Denver, representing 
about 40 independent stockholders of 
the Golden Cycle company, filed in the 
district court yesterday a petition for 
permission to intervene in the pend­ 
ing litigation, for the protection of the 
independent stockholders and the min­ 
ing company as a corporation. 


These stockholders are particularly 
interested in the application for a re­ 
ceiver, which they oppose.

granting temporary injunctions, the 
occasion for

injunctions had 
passed. The stockholders present, rep­ 
resenting 1.465,000 shares out of a 
capitalization of 1,500,000 shares, by a 
vote of 865,000, adopted this resolution 
and also another ratifying all the acts 
of Messrs. Milliken and Hill as officers 
of the company. This voting included 
the 300,000 and odd shares represented 
In the present petition. 


In discussing the attitude of his 
Clients, Judge Ellis said: “We have no 
Interest in any factional fight, but we 
don't want to be ground between the 
upper and nether millstones in that 
fight.

EUROPEAN INTERFERENCE IN TURKEY. 


W 


ITH some few unimportant exceptions, the entire 
volume of Colorado streams is appropriated for 
irrigation purposes. 
The water rights recorded 
in the district courts greatly exceed the water that runs 
in the streams during the crop season and there is every 
year a greater difficulty in distributing the water available 
among those entitled to its use. 


If the funning water in the streams were to be the 
measure of irrigation in Colorado it might be a fair state­ 
ment that agriculture in this state had about reached the 
limit of its possibilities and that our efforts for the future 
must be directed toward insuring a more profitable use of 
the supply. 


Fortunately, however, the water resources of the state 
are as yet capable of indefinite expansion, and we have 
only begun to develop our irrigation system. Though the 
supply may be scanty in the warm months of the summer, 
and defective in the early fall, for more than half the year, 
Including the time when the streams are the highest, the 
water runs to waste, and besides this there are in the 
spring and’Summer floods of periodical recurrence in the 
course of which more water runs to waste than is prof­ 
itably employed in an entire season. 


The success already reached by means of irrigation in 
this state proves beyond question the greatness of the 
results that are possible under a system that provides for 
the storage of winter and flood waters. We may reason­ 
ably expect that Colorado will in the future give such ex­ 
amples of irrigation engineering as are not surpassed by 
any country in the world, and that the valleys of the 
Arkansas, the Platte, the Rio Grande, the Grand river and 
their tributaries will present an exhibit of irrigated farms, 
orchards and gardens that will make our present accom 
plishments seem very trivial matters. 


There are many indications that this is to be the great 
work of Colorado in the next 20 years, and in it there will 
be a vast and profitable field for the efforts of capitalists, 
promoters, engineers and experts, as well as for those who 
actually do tho work of building the canals and reservoirs 
and utilizing the waters in the cultivation of crops. 


The aid given by the national government is not going 
to supersede or discourage private and corporate initia­ 
tive and enterprise. On the contrary, each will supplement 
the other, and both together will contribute to the final 
result of a state in which agriculture by irrigation will 
reach its highest and most successful measure. 


IDEALIZING that the condition of affairs in those parts 
of the Turkish empire where the population 
ie> 
largely non-Mohammedan, is quite intolerable. The 
powers of Europe have interfered in order to prevent the 
evils of a disastrous war. The Christian powers of Europe, 
including Russia, Germany. Great Britain, France, Austria 
and the lesser powers, have presented a joint note to the 
sultan demanding reforms in the government, and pro­ 
tection to the Christian inhabitants of Turkey. And as it is 
perfectly well known that any promises the Turkish gov­ 
ernment might make would be utterly unreliable, it is 
further stated that the consular representatives of these 
powers will take action to see that the reforms demanded 
are carried out. 


Whether the sultan will yield to these demands will 
depend entirely upon whether lie thinks it is necessary 
for him to do so. 
Only a few days ago it was reported 
that Germany would not sign the joint note, and it was ex-, 
pected that this lack of harmony among the powers would 
afford a sufficient excuse for the sultan to refuse or to 
delay the proposed reforms. 
Even now it is not at all 
sure how thoroughly the Christian powers of Europe have 
overcome the jealousies and dissensions that have been 
for so long a time the real, responsible cause of Turkish 
misgovernment and massacre. 


, It is possible that if the Christian powers of Europe 
are really united in demanding and in enforcing reforms, 
they may be able to secure decent and civilized govern­ 
ment for the Turkish provinces without going to the ex-, 
tremes of destroying the Turkish empire. 
But there is 
unfortunately very little reason for expecting such a result 
and the general opinion, among Americans at least, will 
be that it will be better to have the matter settled now 
once for all. even at the cost of war, than to have a con­ 
tinuance of thj constant misgovernment which has already 
resulted in so much suffering and oppression.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE INDORSED.

HE following resolution was recently adopted 
bj 
both houses of the Wyoming legislature: 
“Whereas, The question of equal suffrage is being 
seriously considered in many states of the union; and 
“Whereas, Equal suffrage has been in 
operation 
in 
Wyoming ever since territorial days in 1869, during which 
time women have exercised the privilege of voting generally 
and Intelligently, with the result that a higher standard 
of candidates have usually been selected for office; elec­ 
tions have been made peaceful, orderly and dignified; the 
general character of legislation improved; intelligence in 
political, civil and social matters greatly increased; and 
“Whereas, Under the responsibilities incident to suf­ 
frage, the women of Wyoming have not in any sense been 
deprived of any of their womanly qualities, but on the con­ 
trary, the womanhood of Wyoming has developed to a 
broader usefulness. Therefore, be it 


•‘Resolved, By the house of representatives,‘ That in view 
of the beneficence and practical results of equal suffrage 
for men and women in Wyoming, the enfranchisement of 
•women is hereby indorsed as a great national reform and a 
measure that will improve and advance the political and 
social conditions of the country at large.” 


It might be well for the Colorado assembly to adopt 
similar resolutions, but whether this is done or not, it re­ 
mains a fact that the opinions therein expressed are those 
Ot the great majority of the people of this state. 


In view of the frequent efforts at misrepresentation, 
and the constant purpose of dishonest politicians in other 
■plates to do everything possible to block the path of this

Chief, perhaps, of these penalties is the de­ 
cline of m atrim ony am ong young men, that is, th e in d isp o­ 
sition of young men to enter into the m arried sta te until 
they arc w<»|] n<1’’i 
d 
In ye:trs. 
S tatistician s tell us that, 
in the period im m ediately preceding the civil 
w ar, 
th« 
average age at w hich young men and w om en set up In life 
for them selves w as respectively tw en ty-tw o rnd eighteen 
years, w hile now it is tw en ty-seven and tw en ty-fou r years. 
T h is is the ratio in the older sta tes of the U nion like N ew 
York w here large m asses of the population are crowded 
in to big cities, tow ns and villages. 
In purely agricultural 
com m onw ealths, the ratio is low er than this, but during the 
last forty years it has increased all over the nation. 
From 
m an y points of view these conditions are to be regretted, 
it m ay be deplored; but w hat is of still graver econom ic 
and m oral concern is that the evil is m ore likely to in­ 
crease than to dim inish and that no rem edy is anyw here 
in sigh t. 


It is idle to blam e the you ng men, th at is the honest, 
hardw orking, am bitious young fellow s, and th ey are in th e 
great m ajority—n otw ithstan d in g all th at m ay be said to 
th e contrary. 
If they w ere not, the country w ould, in ­ 
deed, be in a perilous state, and its future full of gloom . 
So far as m arriage is concerned a vast percentage o f them 
would like to be in the position their fath ers were in. th at 
is to be able to m arry w ithin a few years a fter th ey had 
attain ed th eir m ajority. 
B u t th ey are ru th lessly debarred 
from th at old -tim e statu s by th e econom ic and social order 
w hich w e h ave established or w hich, perforce, h as estab ­ 
lished itself. 
B ecause of the enorm ous increase in the e x ­ 
pense of liv in g th ey cannot afford to m ake the venture; 
and even if th ey w ere w illin g to do so, th ey could not find 
th e suitable p arty on th e other side ready to em bark in th e 
enterprise. 
T his is the situ ation in the great cities at 
least, and it is m ore or less true of the w hole country from 
ocean to ocean, for the sm allest village in th is tw en tieth 
century stage of the w orld’s existence is the great city in 
m iniature. 
Through the railroad, the telegraph and the 
new spaper, the life o f the m illion-population com m unity 
p u lsates through the tin iest one of all, every hour in th e 
tw en ty-fou r and stam ps thereon its im press. 


T hese are the cosd ition s th at confront the young b usi­ 
ness m an and com pel him to put aw ay all th ough ts o f m ar­ 
riage until he has com e close to the decade of the thirties; 
in other w ords, until he has arrived at the period of life 
w hen the fire of his enthusiasm Is p retty w ell burned out, 
and he usu ally looks upon everyone and everyth in g w ith 
coldness and distrust. 
In the case of poor you ng men 
goin g into the professions the situ ation is still m ore u n ­ 
favorable from a m atrim onial point of view . 
A s a rule 
th ey do n ot enter college until they are nineteen. 
B efore 
graduation th ey are tw en ty-tw o, and then com es four years 
in the tech n ical school. 
N ot, therefore, u n til 
th ey 
are 
tw en ty -six years old do th ey enter upon th e hard d uties 
of life and begin the stru ggle for existence. 
Their am ­ 
bition, of course, is to have their own hom e and som eone 
to share it w ith them . 
The tw o are the stars th at glitter 
in the firm am ent of their future. B ut unless th ey are m ore 
than u su ally fortunate the w ay la long and dark until their 
dream s becom e realities. 
T his is everyd ay experience, and 
it accoun ts for the great arm y o f bachelors in all p rofes­ 
sions. the law , m edicine, the church and m any others. 
It 
w as only the other day th at one of the h igh est officers in 
th e arm y declared second lieu ten ants should not be allow ed 
to m arry because of th eir inadequate m eans, and these, be 
it rem em bered, are m en nearing the th irtieth year, gradu­ 
a tes of W est P oin t w ho have devoted years to their pro­ 
fession. 
In a fin an cial point of view th ey are far better off 
than civilians of the sam e age am ong the professional 
classes, but still a generous governm ent gives them little 
more than is su fficien t for their own support. 


The question is one of the great problem s of our com plex 
civilization . 
And it is T a in to theorize in regard to it. 
To 
borrow ex-P resid en t C leveland’s phrase, w e are face to 
face n ot w ith a theory, but a condition, w hich th e econom ic 
and social stand ard s th at h ave been set up are tran sform ­ 
in g into an im m utable law . 
T he old order cannot be re­ 
stored w ithout uprooting the very foundations of the social 
system . 
But how long will the system itself last, per­ 
m eated, as it is. w ith th e innate poison o f self-d estru ction ? 


THE DAY W HEN EVERYTHING IS WRONG. 


Next to a sense of humor, which is the sanest and most 
certainly available means of escape, mere physical absence 
has its advantages. 
Just to leave your work and your 
worries—your dishes in the sink, your beds unmade, your 
marketing undone, and, if need be, your doors unlocked— 
and go forth into the great outside world, is to run with 
eager feet toward peace.

ORGANIZATION OF DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 


1 r IS reasonable to say that the busiest man in the 
cabinet at the present time is Secretary Cortelyou 
of the newly created department of commerce. 
By 


reason of the fact that it is the last added to tho list, its 


secretary takes a place at the foot of the table and all 


other cabinet officers will have precedence over him. But 


so far as power and influence and service to the interests 


of the nation are concerned he will be the peer of any. 


In addition to the bureaus, heretofore existing, which 


have been transferred to the jurisdiction of the depart­ 


ment of commerce, two new bureaus have been created, 


the bureau of manufactures and the bureau of corpora­ 


tions. 
The former is to foster manufacturing industries, 


chiefly by furnishing reports and general information. 


But by far the most important bureau at the present 


time is that which has been placed in charge of James 


R. Garfield of Ohio, as commissioner of corporations. 


Mr. Garfield is the son of the late President Garfield? and 


at present a member of the civil service commission. 


The law provides that 
the 
commissioner shall have 
authority to make, under direction of the secretary, “dili­ 
gent investigation into the organization, conduct and man­ 
agement of the business of any corporation, joint stock 
company or corporate combination engaged in commerce 
among the several states and with foreign nations, ex­ 
cepting common carriers subject to ‘an act to regulate 
commerce,’ approved February 4, 1887, and to gather such 
information and data as will enable the president of the 
United States to make recommendations to congress for 
legislation for the regulation of 6uch commerce, and to 
report euch data to the president from time to time as 
he shall require.” 
It also will be the duty of the com­ 
missioner of corporations to gather, compile and publish 
useful information concerning corporations doing busi­ 
ness in the United States and engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce, including corporations engaged in in­ 
surance. 


The commissioner is given the same power and author' 
ity in respect to corporations engaged in interstate and 
foreign commerce as is conferred on the interstate com­ 
merce commission, including the right to subpoena and 
compel the "attendance of witnesses and the production of 
documentary evidence, and he may administer oaths. 


These bureaus which are now attached to other de­ 
partments, or which have an independent existence, are 
placed under the jurisdiction of the secretary of commerce 
and labor: 
lighthouse board, lighthouse establishment, 
national bureau of standards, steamboat inspection ser­ 
vice, bureau of navigation, United States commissioner 
general of immigration, commission of immigration, bu­ 
reau of immigration,^ bureau of statistics, census office, 
fish commissioner and the bureau of foreign commerce. 
There is also transferred to the new department the 
jurisdiction, supervision 
and 
control of the fur-seal, 


salmon and other fisheries, and also the immigration of 
aliens into the United States, including the administration 
of the Chinese exclusion law. 


In connection with the organization of the new de­ 
partment, it is interesting to note that the last secretary 
added to the cabinet previous to the secretary of com­ 
merce, was the secretary of agriculture, who took his 
place as a regular officer of the government toward the 
latter part of the first term of President Cleveland, and 
that doubtless the next will be a secretary of mines and 
mining, who will probably take his seat early in the 
second term of President Roosevelt. 


Meanwhile all sections of the country are confidently 
wishing success to Secretary Cortelyou and to Commis­ 
sioner Garfield in the arduous tasks which confront them. 


HARMFUL POLITICS. 


(Colorado Springe Mining Record.) 


In political fights men are not always particularly care­ 
ful of what they say or write. When personal ambitions 
alone are affected by misstatements It is a different matter 
to hindering progress generally and affecting the interests 
of all. In the last mentioned Instance it is very harmful 
and those who conduct this kind of political fight should 
be condemned. 


Two Colorado state newspaper editors are and have been 
having for some time trouble between themselves over their 
respective aspirations. Of their fight we know nothing and 
care less, but it has evidently reached a pass where all 
who have the welfare of the state’s commercial and in­ 
dustrial interests at heart should step in and call time. 


One of the editors is a member of the World’s fair com­ 
mission for Colorado. The other carries his fight against 
his opponent into World’s fair matters, and the following 
statements will show how bitter, blind and totally unfair 
is the mode of attack. The sentiments are in the Denver 
Republican, and are as follows: 


"Every suggestion concerning the Colorado exhibit Is 
wrong which emphasizes the commercial feature and is 
based upon some hope of securing advantages in the natur« 
of an advertisement for the state’s resources. It is proper 
for Colorado as a state formed in part from the area ac­ 
quired by the Louisiana purchase to send an exhibit to the 
St. Louis fair, but the obligation to do this should be recog­ 
nized as social rather than commercial. 


“When the obligations of courtesy and good will are 
fully met there will remain no further reason why Colorado 
should be represented at the fair, for the commercial bene­ 
fit to be derived by a state from such an exhibit Is a mere 
dream of the imagination. 
Nothing of that nature was 
derived from the exhibit made at Chicago, and at New Or­ 
leans the failure was equally as pronounced.” 


The purpose of the foregoing is obvious. If such illogical 
reasoning influences the public sufficiently to wreck the 
state’s exhibit enterprise, why so much the better for the 
writer—he will then, we suppose, pour it Into the other 
fellow stronger, criticising him and his associates for the 
fact that the state was not adequately represented. 
- 
The state of Colorado, and every other state which is 
properly represented at St. Louis will receive commercial 
advantage. That the millions of visitors there, seeing at­ 
tractive exhibits of a state's resources will not mean so 
much benefit—so much advertising—is absolutely prepos­ 
terous. No sane person could be Influenced by such non­ 
sensical. illogical rot, which, used as an argument, even In 
a political fight, is childish. Coming as it does, however, 
from g. source whiclv should be more loyal to state pride 
may cause härm.

Of course I w ouldn't ta lk o n th a t, b u t I 
gav e him a little fatherly advice—told him 
h e'w o u ld sleet) In a hall bedroom all his 
life If he dldn'i quit his foolishness and go 
back to his father, though 1 d id n 't really 
believe It. H e thanked m e an d w ent off 
an d w rote*a column about w h at I m ight 
h av e said abqut D ecem ber 
w heat, 
and 
som ehow gave the im pression th a t I had 
bald it. 


The la st 1 heard of Sim pkins he w as 
dead. T he A ssociated P ress dispatches an ­ 
nounced It, th« Cuban ju n ta Confirmed It, 
and la st of all a long d ispatch from Simp* 


kins him self detailed the circum stances 
leading up to the "atro city ." as the head­ 
lines in his paper called it. 


I got a long w ire from E z ra's rath er a sk ­ 
ing me to see the m anaging editor and 
g et a t the facts fo r him. I t seem ed th a t 
th e paper had th o u g h t a heap of Simp- 
kin«, and th a t he had been sen t out to 
C uba as a correspondent an d stationed 
w ith the insurgent arm y. 
Sim pkins in 
C uba had evidently lived up to the repu­ 
tatio n of Sim pkins in Chicago. W hen there 
w as an y new s he sent it, and w hen there 
w asn 't any he ju s t m ade new s and sent 
th a t along. 


The first w ord of his death had come in 
his own letter, brought acro ss on a fili­ 
b u stering steam er and w ired 
on from 
Jacksonville. It tolU, w ith close atten tio n 
to detail—som ething he had learned since 
he left me—how he had stray ed aw ay from 
the little band of insurgents w ith w hich 
he had been out scouting an d had blund­ 
ered into th e S panish lines. H e had been 
prom ptly m ade a prisoner, and, despite 
his papers proving his A m erican citizen­ 
ship, and th e n atu re of his job, and th e 
red cross on his sleeve, he had been tried 
by drum head co u rt m artial an d sentenced 
to be shot a t daw n. All this he had w rit­ 
ten out, and then, th a t his acco u n t m ight 
be com plete, he had gone on an d Im agined 
his own execution. 
This w as w ritten in 
a sort of pigeon, or perhaps you w ould 
call it black Spanish. English, an d let on 
to be the w ork of the eyew itness to whom 
Sim pkins had .confided his letter. H e had 
been the sen try over the prisoner, aud for 
a sm all bribe in hand and th e prom ise 
of a larg er one from the paper, he had 
turned his back on Sim pkins w hile he 
w rote out the story, and afterw a rd had 
deserted and carried it to the C uban lines. 


The account ended: “Then os th e order 
to fire w as given by the lieutenant, Sonor 
Sim pkins raised his eyes tow ard heaven 
an d cried: ’I p ro test In the nam e of m y 
A m erican’ citizenship.’ ” A t th e end of the 
letter, and not intended fo r publication, 
w as scraw led: “T his Is a bully scoop for 
you. boys, b u t It's p retty tough on me. 
Good-by. Sim pkins.” 


T he m anaging editor dashed a te ar from 
his eye w hen read th is to me, an d gulped 
a little as he said : “I can ’t help It: he 
w as such a d— d th o u g h tfu l boy. W hy 
he even rem em bered to inclose close de­ 
scriptions fo r th e pictu res!” 


Sim pkins' la st eto ry covered th e whole 
o f th e fro n t page an d th ree colum ns of 
th e second, and it J u st n atu rally sold cords 
of papers. H is ed ito r dem anded th a t th e 
S tate dep artm en t ta k e It up, though th e 
S paniards denied th e execution or an y 
previous know ledge o f an y such person 
a s th is Scnor Sim pkins.

“Here religion and philosophy are in 
accord: the saints and 
the,scientists 
alike maintain the unity of Go'd.” 


If now, wer ask more explicitly what 
God is, what is His nature and what 
are His attributes we may perhaps best 
direct our thoughts 
by a 
definition 
To quote again one of the clearest and 
strongest 
philosophic 
and 
scientific 
minds of our time. 
Mr. John 
Flske 
has said In his well-known little book. 
‘‘The Idea of God,” th at "the theism of 
Jesus and Paul Is so true th a t it m ust 
endure as long as man endures.” Now, 
the Christian conception of God can be 
briefly expressed thus: 
“God is 
the 
perfectly good person who, in holy love, 
creates, sustains and orders all. 


Let us dwell this morning on some 
of the elements of this definition: 


First. 
W hat is a person? 
A per­ 
son is a being who thinks, feels and 
wills, and to whose 
intellectual and 
moral powers or to the development of 
whose Intellectual and moral powers 
no limits can be set. 


You would not call a 
mummy ex­ 
humed from an Egyptian tomb a per­ 
son. W hy? Because out of th at body 
has passed that invisible, 
immeterial 
substance which once tenanted it, which 
thought and felt and willed and recog- 
njzed the obligations of deity, recog­ 
nized things which it ought to do and 
things which it ought not to do. The 
mummy, however, is mere m atter, like 
the deity cerements that enswath it. 
In common with mankind in general, we 
believe that the person or spirit that 
body belonged is now thinking, feel­ 
ing, acting, conscious of the obligations 
of duty. Some other where in the uni­ 
verse neither could you call the most in­ 
telligent and affectionate dog th at you 
ever saw a person. 
W hy? 
Because, 
though the dog can to a certain extent 
think and feel and will, yet like every 
other animal, between him and the hu­ 
m an veins a great gulf is fixed. The 
anim al’s intellectual and moral powers 
can be developed to a certain degree, 
but there are boundaries beyond which 
they cannot go. 
No animal can ever 
learn to read a book or to write a let­ 
ter, or to make a picture, or to multi­ 
ply 199 by 233. 
An animal, by petting 
or by punishment, can be taught to do 
a few things and not do a few others. 
But the range of Its moral perceptions, 
if by counting, or call them such, re­ 
mains always by limited. 
To the de- 
velpoment of the intellectual and moral 
activities of a human being a person, 
on the contrary, no limit can be set. 
It is the .privilege of a person to- go on 
forever in eternal intellectual and spir­ 
itual progress and to live as the ani­ 
mal cannot here and thereafter in com­ 
munion with God. the Infinite sp irit 


So when we affirm that God Is 
a 
person, we affirm that he is a being 
who thinks and feels and wills and 
to whose 
intellectual 
and 
spiritual 
powers no limits can be set. 
He is 
more truly and fully a person than a 
m an-can be. Because he understands 
himself «nd the relations of all things 
to himself perfectly, while no man un­ 
derstands himself or the relation of the 
universe 
to himself 
except 
to 
the 
slightest and most limited extent. F ur­ 
thermore, growth is a human, but not 
it may be believed, a divine character­ 
istic. 
So as the greatest of modern 
German philosophers has said, ‘‘Per­ 
fect'personality is in God only; to all 
finite minds there is allotted but a pale 
copy thereof.” 


Aristotle, as he studied the laws of 
form stamped upon the physioal uni­ 
verse said ‘‘God geometrizes.” The as­ 
tronomer, Kepler, studying the move­ 
m ents of the heavenly bodies and the 
mathem atical laws of the movements 
said in a rapture, “I think the thoughts 
of God after him.” 
That is what 
we mean when we say th at God is a 
person because the universe which he 
has made gives evidence as a carefully 
constructed and 
admirably 
working 
machine might, of thought on the part 
of. its maker. 


The psalmist wrote “The mercy of 
the Lord endureth forever,” and St. 
John wrote In his gospel, "God Is love.” 
So these holy men of old, speaking as 
they were movfed by the Holy Spirit, 
bore witness to the fact th at the kind­ 
ness of the Ruler of the universe reveal 
a gracious and compassionate feeling 
on his p art toward the creatures of his 
hand. When Herbert Spencer affirm s 
th at "man is In the presence of an in­ 
finite and eternal energy from which 
all things proceed,” he affirm s 
that 
there Is in the divine being something 
higher and vaster but akin to that 
which In man is called will.” 
Again, 
in 
the words 
of 
Mr. John 
Fiske, 
•‘When from the dawn of life we see 
all things working together toward the 
evolution of the highest spiritual a t­ 
tributes of man we know, however the 
words may stumble In which we try 
to say it that God is in the deepest 
sense a moral being; th at the everlast­ 
ing sense of phenomena is none other 
than the Infinite power th at makes for 
righteousness.” 
And a being who is 
capable of thought and moral action is 
none other than a person. 


Let me add th at when we say that 
plainly God is a being who thinks, feels 
and acts we do not 
Imply that he 
thinks, feels and acts as men do. He 
has said by the mouth of his prophet, 
“My ways are not as your ways, neither 
are my thoughts as your thoughts; but 
as the heavens are 
high above the 
earth, so are my ways higher than your 
ways and my 
thoughts 
than 
your 
thoughts.". 


But 
the 
highest 
form 
of Intel­ 
lectual and spiritual life of which we 
know anything is best described by the 
word “person,” ,and so that is the best 
word we can find to apply to it. 
God 
has thoughts though they are not as 
our thoughts. Ha has feelings, though 
they are not as our feelings. He wills 
though not as we will. 
Man is only 
partly self-conscious and partly self­ 
directing. 
God is perfectly 
self-con­ 
scious and perfectly self-directing, and 
therefore we, may conceive of God as 
“the one perfect and typical person in 
•the universe and man as possessing 
personality only in a rudim entary and 
Imperfect way as a growing felft which 
is gradually coming on toward per­ 
fection.” 
The second element in our definition 
th at 
he 
is 
perfectly 
good, 
I. 
e. 
He 
has 
every 
moral 
excellence 
unmlxed with 
evil, 
un­ 
weakened by any defect, unsurpassable 
in degree.” For this characteristic of 
the divine being, 1 need no argument. 
Only such a God can command the 
reverence and lasting devotion of m an­ 
kind. The gods of the nations, of As­ 
syria and Egypt and Greece and Rome 
stained and dishonored by the passions 
and frailties of manhood find their tem ­ 
ples overthrown and their shrines de­ 
serted and are accounted! truly to be no 
gods. I t is only the God of Israel who 
spoke through Moses, saying: "Be ye 
holy, for I am hoty,”'o f whom Jesus 
said to hip disciple«. "Ye shall be per­ 
fect fever» as your father in heaven is 
uerfect.’* th a t‘can,, command the lasting 
homage .of^m anklnd...,., Of this truth 


that God Is perfectly good the deepest 
and strongest conviction' comes through 
experience. when we ourselves walk in 
the ways of righteousness and good­ 
will. Of this truth the best men of all 
lands and all ages have been most ful­ 
ly persuaded, “The 
righteous 
Lord 
loveth righteousness.” “His mercy en­ 
dureth forever,” 
sang the • psalmist, 
‘‘Though he slay me, yet will I trust 
in him,” cried Job in his agony.

like manner. Cunningham returned 


to this^ity and reported to the marshal 
and the district attorney that he could 
do nothing wltho.ut a large force and 
then only at Imminent risk of preclpitat- 
ng a bloody conflict. He was instructed 
to return with men sufficient to'serve 
:he process given him and to do It at 
all hazard. Before 
Cunningham 
re- 


turned to Atkinsville, however, Marshal 
John Thompson and S. C. Burdette, at- 
torney for the United Mine Workers 
went to the scene, spending most of 
Sunday and Monday there. They found 
everything quiet, the rioters having 
withdrawn from the immediate neigh- 
borhood and crossed the New river, 
going Into camp 600 strong near the Big 
Q mine on the north side.

Both the express and the trolley were 


on steep grades, going at right angles. 
The express was signaled, 
and the 
crossing gates wore lowered while the 
trolley car was not yet half way down 
the,hill.--.The motorman shut off the 
pojver and applied the brake, but almost 
Immediately the car began to slip along 
the Icy rails. It gained tremendous mo- 
mentum, and at the bottom of the hill 
crashed through the gates directly in 
the track of the oncoming train. The 
locomotive plowed Its way through the 
trolley car,, throwing the children in 
every direction. .

The Ice- 
covered rails afforded no hold for .the 
wheels and although Brady jammed 
Ills brake harder and then swung on 
the reverse,-the momentum of the car 
grew at every yard and the car shot 
down toward the railroad.

Warned by the cries of those on foot 
and

danger, those on the platforms be^ 
gan to throw themselves off Into the 
snow and as the car sped along the 
few remaining feet toward the rails, 
perhaps one-third escaped death or in- 
jury in this way, but there-was no time 
tor those within the car to do more than 
crush toward the rear door. The gates 
were swept aside like toothpicks and 
before the cracking of the gates died 
out came the crash. For 30 seconds 
before the air was filled with frantic 
cries of those who saw death dashing 
down upon them. 
The wreck of the trolley car was com- 
plete. The pilot of the engine struck 
It almost amidships, turned it partly 
around and the engine cut it in two. 
The upper part of the car was reduced 
to fragments under the drivers of the 
locomotive. One half of the car was 
thrown to one side and lay on the 
tracks. The other section was hurled 
some distance away. In every direction 
lay the injured and the dead. The en- 
gine was brought to a standstill and 
trom the nearby houses men rushed to 
the rescue. The spectacle was appalling 
and many who started to work had to 
give it up, unnerved. Over from the 
High school, where the crash had been 
heard, and from the windows where 
some witnessed the accident, came pu- 
pils and teachers to aid In succoring 
their companions.

23.— The twelfth 
continental congress of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution convened 
In this city today. Many of the lead- 
erg of the organization that numbers 
40,000 patriotic women were present. Ap- 
proximately .1,000 delegates and alter- 
nates from all the states In the union 
attended. The congress will be in ses- 
sion throughout this week and already 
bids fair to be marked by several warm 
contests, the principal one being over 
the orders of president general. Mrs 
Charles W. Fairbanks Is a candidate 
to succeed herself for the second term 
She already has served one term 'as 
president general and one term as vice 
president general and the opponents to 
her re-election claim that her tenure 
in both offices operate as two continu- 
ous terms in-the meaning of an amend- 
ment to the constitution inhibiting the 
officers from serving- more 'than two 
continuous terms. The advocates of 
her re-election contend that the amend- 
ment was not retroactive, and. that she 
Is 
therefore eligible. 
Mrs. 
Daniel 
Manning and Mm. Donald -McLean, 
both of New York city, will be con- 
spicuous in the campaign tor presi- 
dent general.

The feature of today's program 'was 
the address of welcome of President 
General Fairbanks, the response by 
Mrs. May Philips Montgomery of Ore- 
gon. and the ceremony of raising on 
the site of the memorial continental 
hall, the flag presented to the. society 
by the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion of Washington. 


Mr«r Fairbanks in her address/ re- 


ferred to the influx of Italians, Bohem- 
ians, Poles and Russians in Greater 
New York, and said that the greatest 
aspiration should be to eliminate the 
attaching of any other nationality to 
the word America. 
She referred to 
the pending amendments relating to 
limitations on the length of service of 
officers and to change the date of the 
annual meeting to either the week in 
which April 19 falls to the first Monday 
In May and recited the arguments of 
both sides of the latter question, but 
made no recommendation beyond say- 
Ing that "All would regret our failure 
to meet In that week In. which Wash- 
•Ington's birthday occurred." 
During the year

3,730 
members added to the rolls. She said 
that the approach of the centennial of 
the Louisiana purchase 
Is absorbing 


the attention not alone of the Daugh- 
ters of Missouri, but the Daughters of 
every chapter in the United States and 
urged a hearty co-operation of 40,000 
women of the order In the St. Louis 
exposition. 
During the long roll call by, states 
and chapters, Mrs. Fairbanks iidstruct- 
ed the chairman of the house .commit- 
tee to take possession of the doors and 
keep the delegates In until roll call had 
been concluded. 
The afternoon session was ushered In 
by a . lively tilt over the question of 
seating on the floor of congress all the 
state vice regents as the alternates to 
the state regents. The motion t<> that 
efect, was made by Mrs. Robert E. 
Park of Georgia, who with Mrs. Don- 
ald McLean of New York, led the af- 
firmative side of the debate, while Mrs. 
A. C. Draper of this city led the nega- 
tive. It was finally voted to seat the 
vice regents In the absence of the re- 
gents themselves. A resolution was of- 
fered by Mrs. Harriet Bird Huey, a for- 
mer regent of Pennsylvania, to.appoint 
a committee of seven not including any 
Pennsylvanlan nor any active officer 
of the national board of managers .to 
investigate certain statements made 
concerning the Independence Hall chap- 
ter of Pennsylvania, The question In- 
volves a local Issue and statements 
made by the national board regarding 
remarks attributed to Mrs. Huey. 
After a parliamentary wrangle on mo- 


tion of Mrs. Wentworth of Massachu- 
setts, the resolution was tabled by a 
vote of 355 to 151. 
At this Juncture representatives of 
the Sons of the Revolution, the Sons 
of the American Revolution and a de- 
tail 9f the First regiment of Minute 
Men 'of Washington, marched on the 
stage, the last named in their conti- 
nental uniform. Edwin Warfleld of 
Boston, made an address in which he 
paid a high eulogium to Presidents 
Washington, 
Lincoln an/i McKinley, 


and portrayed the objects of the organ- 
izations for the commemoration of the 
patriots of the revolution. 
He ar- 
raigned congress for not. having appro- 
priated money for the erection of con- 
tinental hall instead of allowing funds 
for. the creation of that institution to 
be raised by private subscription. 
H. B. F. McFarland, president of the 


board of commissioners of the District 
of Columbia also spoke. He deprecated 
the plea for congressional support for 
the memorial hall as tending toward 
retrogression of patriotism. 
An Interesting feature of the day's 
exercises was the raining of a flag on 
the site of the proposed continental hall 
at Seventeenth and D streets, north- 
west. This took place at the conclu- 
sion of the business session of the con- 
vention. Tonight the members of the 
society visited the library of congress, 
where Mrs. Fairbanks held a reception 
for several hours. The Children of the 
Revolution, accompanied by their el- 
ders of the Daughters and Sons of the 
American Revolution and about 
7,000 


other pilgrims, made their annual jour- 
ney to the shrine of Washington at 
Mount Vernon today, to make note of 
the growth of the tree the society had 
planted -six years ago in a sheltered 
spot near the tomb. Transplanted from 
a nursery in Massachusetts in 1897 the 
little bush has grown until it IB now 
a, lusty young sapling. 
Appropriate: exercises similar to those 
which 'have been held by the society 
each 22nd of February since the tree 
was planted, were held, a large gather- 
ing of members of the revolutionary so- 
cieties now Jn the city taking part.

'rom an artistic point of view, are the 
Frenchmen Daumier and Foraln; Gill- 
ray, Hogarth. Cham, Crulkshank, or 
John Leech could never have passed an 
art school examination; and while it Is 
true that Nnst did not draw with that 
abandon, that easy freedom, employed 
by the best French caricaturists, yet hiss 
method (which was more like that of 
Hogarth) was one of uncompromising: 
realism, that allowed him to delineate 
a ballot-box, a high hat, an officer's 
uniform, a bayonet, or a skull so that 
there was no mistaking it for anything 
else, and his portraits were speaking 
likenesses. 
His method of cross-hatching though 
it gave a maximum amount of work to 
the engraver, was admirable from two 
points of view. In the first place. It al- 
lowed the block upon which Nast drew, 
which was composed of small pieces of 
boxwood locked together by keys at the 
back, to be distributed among a num- 
ber of workmen, so that one of the larg- 
est cartoons could be finished almost as 
quickly as one engraver could cut a 
square inch. 
Then, ugain, his cross-hatch gave a. 


maximum amount of color, to his de- 
signs. It might be said that no other 
caricaturist ever obtained «o much color 
iu his designs as did Kust. On account 
of their richness of color,. It was gen- 
erally supposed that Nast.drew with a 
pen (as he -frequently dfa after 1885, 
when his work began to be reproduced 
by photoengraving?,) but that Is not the 
case. The majority of his designs were 
made with a lead pencil, being drawn

DISASTROUS FIRE AT THE 
WINTER QUARTERS OF CIRCUS

Bridgeport, Conn.,, Feb. 24.—Fire par- 
tially destroyed the new brick car barn 
at the new winter quarters of the Bar- 
num & Ballay circus here today, and 
burned a number of cars belonging to 
the circus. The loss is estimated at 
$100,000 on which there, is insurance of 
$33,000. ' The fire was caused by a lamp 
falling1 to the floor In the midst of a 
quantity of benzoin and other inflam- 
rnable matter.

This 
steer sold at auction this afternoon .to 
the Western Packing company at 16 
cents per pound, the highest price ever 
paid for beef In the west. The steer 
weighed over 1,600 pounds. 
Peter Hopley, the Iowa feeder, pur- 
chased the champion load of feeders, 
yearlings, grade Hereford steers raised 
In North park, Colorado, • at five cents 
per pound live weight. He- proposes to 
put them on feed for the big world's 
fair show at St. Louis next year. These 
cattle were part of a shipment of over 
600 head brought in from the North 
park, where they were dug out of three 
feet of .snow. They were originally a 
part of the G. F. -Swift herd of cattle 
In the park, but were-sold a few years 
ago to Montie Blevins, who brought 
them tn. With the exception of the 
prize load the balance was sold to the 
American Live Stock company to go to 
South Dakota to be finished on the 
range,', 


The show here has been a success and 
a permanent organization will be made 
to continue the exhibition , annually.

DAUGHTERS SHOW FIGHTING 


BLOOD OF THEIR ANCESTORS 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, Feb. 
24.—The 
first 
skirmish in the campaign for president 
general began at the outset of today's 
session of the national society of. the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. Immediately after The conclusion 
oC routine business the proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution were'taken 
up. The first amendment proposed was 
that of Mrs. Katharine R. Wolcott Ver- 
planck, state regent ot New York, to 
add to article 4, section 1, the words:: 


"Except the president general, who 
shall not hold the same office for more 
than two terms successively." 


This amendment was designed to 


make Mrs. Fairbanks, the 
present 


president general eligible for re-election. 
Its acceptance was moved by Miss Mil- 
ler of the District of Columbia, and 
seconded by Mrs. Murphy of Cincin- 
nati. 
' 


Mrs. 
Weed of Montana wanted the 


language of the amendment made clear 
er, and moved to amend the amendment 
by making the latter read: 
"Except the president general, who 
shall be eUgibJe to this office for tw,o 
terms regardless of her previous ser- 
vice." This move evoked loud applause. 
At this, point 'Mrs, Donald McLean !of 
New York, who has been a conspicuous 
figure in the fight over the president 
generalship, was recognized. 
"I desire to go on record," she de- 
clared, "that I do not intend to oppose 
the original amendment." The amend- 
ment to the amendment was adopted. 
The original amendment of Mrs. Ver- 
planck, as amended by Mrs. Weed and 
by a subsequent amendment, was then 
passed by a vote of 443 to 63. It reads: 


"No president general shall hold i of- 


fice more than two terms successively 
and no one shall be eligible to hold'of- 
fice in the national society until she has 
been a inember of the national s'6,cte.ty 
two .years, except the president general 
who shall be eligible to this office for 
two consecutive terms, tegaidless of her 


previous services In other, offices on 
the national board." 


Then-the fighting bBgai anejv. 'A 
number of delegates claimed that the 
amendment was subject to misconstruc- 
tion and that it established' a' dangerous 
precedent. 


One delegate took the rostrum to ex- 
plain that it was, a misconception to 
say that whoever had not-"held other 
natidnal 'offices would not be': eligible 
to the office of president-general. In- 
stantly several of the delegates rose to 
protest. Mrs. McLean/who had not 
taken any part in the vote -on the 
amendment regarding the president 
general, rose to a question of personal 
privilege. "I desire to .announce." she 
paid, "that I did npt vote on either Bide 
because, in accordance with my pre- 
vious statement. I, felt I must'not op- 
pose the original amendment and be- 
cause I could not vote for the sub- 
amendment for constitutional reasons." 
Mrs. Morgan of Connecticut asked if the 
amendment just passed 
meant two 
terms regardless of any previous ser- 
vice. 
Mrs. Fairbanks replied that it 


meant "Two consecutive terms, arid two 
only." 
. . . 


The convention then took up tfie con- 


vention amendment, .which also ex- 
cepted the treasurer. general from the 
nhibltlon In the holding of the same 
iffiee for more than two 
successive 
terms. Mrs. Smith of California moved 
ts acceptance. Mrs. Donald protested 
igalnst the consideration of persons in- 
itead of the constitution. She said It 
narked a degeneration In the methods 
of the congress. "I wish." she declared, 
'that the congress would attend to Its 
business in the consideration of 
the 
•onstitutlon. An amendment passed by 
he last congress by a large majority 
•mould not be overturned at this con- 
rress." 
• ' 


'The amendment was tabled by a rls- 
ng- rote. Mrs. McLean protested that 
the negative side of the question had 
not been counted. Some of those who 
had been standing'In front of her. she 
said, had been counted in the affirma- 
tive but they did not know what they 
were voting for. "It's really too bad " 
replied Mrs; Fairbanks. ,-A question OB ' 
o the method of taking the vote was 
hen raised and the parliamentarian. 
Urs. Sherman of Chicago, was called 
o explain the parliamentary law as' 
aid down by the standard authority of 
the society. This sustained the -vote 
:hat laid on the table the amendment 
•egarding the treasurer general. The 
rest of the morning's session was oc- 
cupied with a discussion of proposed 
Imitations on the 
selection of vice 
presidents eeneral. 
"The 
pending amendment carried this 
restriction: "And only-one vice presi- 
dent general from "any state shall be 
nominated at the same congress, and 
•said candidate shall be the choice of 
the majority of t»e delegates of her 
uate in attendance upon the congress " 


Miss Clara A very of Michigan offered 
a substitute reading as follows: 


"And 
no state shall have-more than 


me vice "resident general serving in 
.he same time." There wei;e numerous 
addresses, the 
discussion 
revolving 
about the question as to whether the 
rangress should be so restricted in mak- 
ng its selections. The issue was unde- 
ilded when a.'recess was taken. 


ARMY APPROPRIATION.

Washington, Feb. 24.— The conferees on 
he army appropriation bill reached an 
agreement today on all points of differ- 
ence between the two houses except the 
•senate amendment providing for the prlnt- 
ng of historical army register compiled

ten—the appalling dearth of great nov- 
elists from which we are Buffering at 
present.

one who even approaches first class 
rank, and what is worse, no one who 
even holds out the promise of approach- 
ing it in the future. 
Meredith and 


Hardy, moreover, who were, ot course, 
not mentioned to the plebiscite, belong 
rather to the past than to the present, 
for they have long since made their 
reputations, and there is no one who 
can take their place. 
Our greatest 


living writer, Mr. Kipling, is a writer 
of short stories rather than novels, and 
all the best men shine more in short 
than in long stories.

•Elizabeth Jarrett, M. D., president of 
the Associate Alumnae Normal college, 
New York city, read a paper on the 
medical Inspection of .schools at the 
meeting of the New York State Assem- 
bly of Mothers. She said that. In 1899, 
7,000 children suffering from contagious 
and Infectious diseases were e'xcluded 
from the public schools. In some schools 
personal inspection should be made of 
each child three times a week, and 
even this la not enough.

The new war college for which the 


cornerstone was laid "on

beautifully situated on the . peninsula 
formed by the Junction of the Potomac 
and the eastern branch of that river. 
The officers who will be detailed to take 
a course at the war college will be of

The U. S. gelogical survey has recent- 


ly Issued a special topographic map of 
the Bisbee'copper mining district, Ari- 
zona, made' from surveys which were 
completed in 1902. The 'map is drawn 
pti':a rscale of about five and one-half 
Inches- to, the mile. -The region south 
fevidi,southeast of the,-mining .town is 
represented, together with the locations 
of all-the leading -mines-..and even the 
small 'prospects.

The very generous: hospitality shown 


by President Roosevelt causes a revival 
of the discussion of the inadequacy of 
the salary paid to the president of the 
United States. The president receives 
$50iQOO a year, and, while several presi- 
dents have been able to lay by part of 
their salary, others have exceeded their 
Income In defraying expenses and the 
the cost of entertaining guests at home 
and from abroad. President Roosevelt 
has, 
beyond question, surpassed all of 
his predecessors in the magnitude and 
number of his" entertainments. ! He has 
been lavish In his entertainment of 
members of congress, and has enter- 
tained other guests in a much larger 
number than any other president. The 
entertainments have 
been, in. many 


cas.es, of an 
exceptionally expensive 


kind. Among'-the mqst elaborate have 
been the muslcales given frequently last 
winter and-this. The musicians were 
paid by" the president, and refreshments 
for several :hundred guests at each en- 
tertainment were provided by him. Mr. 
Roosevelt attracted the atterivion of the 
public immediately after his induction 
into office by inviting distinguished men 
from all 'parts- of the country to sit at 
his board. Not a day passed that .did 
not 'see from four" to twenty guests at 
the. White, house, breakfasting, lunch- 
ing or dining with the president. -Word 
wag frequently sent down to the White 
house kitchens as late as an hour before 
the meal that there would be from two 
to six extra guests at luncheon or din- 
ner, as 
the 
case 
might 
be. The

what part of the White house expenses 
are borne by , the president, • and wha 
part by the government. The presiden 
bears a much larger proportion than i 
commonly -supposed. When he comei 
into, office he-must spend from five ti 
ten thousand, dollars for horses and car 
riages. , The government: provides n 


horses or vehicles for the president's 
use, although it does furnish two horses 
ind a carriage for the use of each mem- 
>er of the cabinet and for many of the 
assistant secretaries one horse and a 
carriage at the expense of the govern- 
ment. The White house stables 
are 


furnished and maintained out of the 
federal treasury, and the- government 
pays for the president's coachman, 
'ootmen and stablemen. The laundry 
at the White house Is maintained at the 
president's expense, and he of course 
Days all the bills for groceries, meats 
and other provisions used in the White 
house. • In the case of the large dinners, 
arrangements are usually placed in-the 
lands of an expert caterer and the. con- 
ditions, BO far as expenses are con^ 
cerned. are about the same as when a 
private citizen of means gives a. large 
dinner at a fashionable hotel. The presi- 
dent also pays a large number at. extra 
waiters and kitchen helpers. A state 
dinner, where seventy or eighty guests 
are entertained, costs the president 
from $500 to {800. 


In addition to the state dinners and 


other functions of this nature, Mrs 
Roosevelt has given also a large num- 
ber of afternoon taas and receptions 
It Is reasonably certain that the presi- 
dent is living up to or beyond his salary 
and the question Is "seriously considerec 
of providing -an increase.

THE ERA Of RESERVOIRS BEGUN, 


W 


ITH some few unimportant exceptions, the entire 
volume of Colorado streams is appropriated for 
irrigation purposes. The water rights recorded 


In the district courts greatly exceed the water that runs 
In the streams during the crop season and there Is every 
year a greater difficulty in distributing the water available 
among those entitled to its use. 


If the funning water in the streams were to be the 


measure of irrigation in Colorado it might be a fair state- 
ment that agriculture in this state had about reached the 
limit of Its! possibilities and that our efforts for the future 
must be directed toward insuring a more profitable use of 
the supply. 


Fortunately, however, the water resources of the state 


are as yet capable of indefinite expansion, and we have 
only begun to develop our irrigation system. Though the 
supply may be scanty in the warm months of the summer, 
and detective in the early fall, for more than half the year, 
Including the time when the streams are the highest, the 
water runs to waste, and besides this there are in the 
spring and'summer floods of periodical recurrence in the 
course of which more water runs to waste than Is prof- 


1 Itably employed In an entire season. 
' 
The success already reached by means of irrigation in 


this state proves beyond question the greatness of the 
results that are possible under a system that provides foi

each, and in alJ,Bbnie,40 different tongues.

Buck's ; researches -says:

and . present. In Constantinople, with the heterogeneous 
constituency of the army and the harem, augmented by the 
ranks of . European officials and' visitors; the' number of 
languages represented may on occasion* ?b&>»s great as in 
New York or Chicago. But it must 1^. remembered that 
only ."a few of these languages are Spfakeii by large bodies 
of the population, whereas, in Chicago there are some 14 
languages besides English, each of" which Is spoken by 
10,000 or more persons. Newspapers appear regularly in 10 
languages and church services may be heard In about 20 
languages. 


"Chicago Is the second largest Bohemian city in the 
world, the third Swedish, the- third Norwegian, the fourth 
Polish, the fifth German (New York being the fourth). In 
all there are Home 40 foreign languages spoken by numbers 
ranging from half a dozen to half a million and aggregating 
over one million." 


Professor Buck carried on his -Investigations by tempo- 
rary residence in the various colonies' in Chicago, which 
are really little cities within the metropolis, each speaking 
its own language, clinging to its hereditary customs, and 
in large part governing itself. Besides the numeral sta- 
tistics which he collected he 'studied the linguistic condi- 
tions of the second and third generations of foreign born 
. persons, finding that the children of immigrants generally 
epeak English as'well as their native tongue, but that the 
grandchildren, as a rule, never learn the foreign language 
and speak only English.

EUROPEAN INTERFERENCE IN TURKE?. 


IDEALIZING that the condition of affairs/in those parts 
i\ of the Turkish empire where the .population it 


largely non-Mohammedan, is quite intolerable. The 


powers of Europe have interfered in order to prevent the 
evils of a disastrous war. The Christian powers of Europe 
including Russia, Germany, Great Britain, France, Austria 
and the lesser powers, have presented a joint note to the 
sultan demanding reforms in the government, and pro^ 
tection to the Christian inhabitants ot Turkey. And as it is 
perfectly well known that any promises the Turkish gov. 
ernment might make would be utterly unreliable, it is 
further stated that the consular representatives of these 
powers will take action to see that the reforms demanded 
are carried out. 


Whether the sultan will yield to these demands will 


depend entirely upon whether he thinks it is necessary 
for him to do so. Only a few days ago it was reported 
that Germany would not sign the Joint noto, and it was ex-, 
pected that this lack of harmony among the powers would 
afford a sufficient excuse for the sultan to refuse or to 
delay the proposed reforms. Even now • it is not at all 
sure how thoroughly the Christian powers of Europe have 
overcome the Jealousies and dissensions that have been 
for so long a time the real, responsible cause of Turkish 
misgovernment and massacre. 


. It is possible that if the Christian powers of Europe 


are really united in demanding and in enforcing reforms, 
they may be able to secure decent and civilized govern- 
ment for the Turkish provinces without going to the ex, 
tremes of destroying the Turkish empire. But there ia 
unfortunately very little reason for expecting such a resull; 
and Jhe general opinion, among Americans at least, will 
be that it will be better to have the matter settled now 
once for all, even at the cost of war, than to have a con- 
tinuance of thj constant misgovernment wljich has already 
resulted in so much suffering and oppression.

YOUNG MEN AND MATRIMONY. 


By Phineaa Fletcher. 
Progress has its penalties. I mean, of course, material 
progress, the advance of what rightly, or wrongly, -we call 
civilization. Chief, perhaps, of these penalties is the de- 
cline of matrimony among young men, that is, the indispo- 
sition of young men to enter Into the married state until 
hey are well advanced Iri years. Statisticians tell us that, 
n the period immediately preceding the civil war, th« 
average age at w_hleh young men, and women sftt up In life 
[or- themselves was respectively 'twenty-two' r.nd ^eighteen 
years, while now it Is twenty-seven and twenty-four years. 
This is the ratio in the older states of the Union like New 
Y,orjfe. ..where large masses of the population are crowded 
Into b!g"cltles, towns and villages. In purely agricultural 
commonwealths, the ratio IB lower than this, but during the 
ast forty years It has Increased all over the nation. From 
many points of view these conditions are to be regretted. 
t may be deplored; but what is of still graver economic 
and moral concern is that the evil is more likely to in- 
crease than to diminish and that no remedy is anywhere 
n, sight. 
It is idle to blame the young men, that Is. the honest, 
lardworklng, ambitious young fellows, and they are In the 
treat majority—notwithstanding all that may be said to 
the contrary. If they were not, the country would, in- 
deed, be In a perilous state, and its future'full,of gloom. 
So far as marriage Is concerned a vast percentage of them 
would like to be In the position their fathers were in, that 
s to be able 'to marry within a few years after they had 
attained their majority. But they are ruthlessly debarred 
from that old-time status by the economic and social order 
which we have established, or which, perforce, has estab- 
Ished itself. Because of the enormous increase in the ex- 
pense of living they cannot afford to make the venture; 
md even If they were willing to do so, they could not find 
he suitable party on the other side ready to embark in the 
enterprise. This Is the situation In the great cities at 
east, and It is more or less true of the whole country from 
ocean to ocean, for the smallest village In this twentieth 
century stage of the world's existence Is the great city In 
miniature. Through ;the railroad, the telegraph and the 
newspaper, the life of the million-population community 
>ulsates through the tiniest one of all, every hour in the 
wenty-four and stamps thereon Its impress. 
These are the coBditlons that confront the young busU. 
ness man and compel him to put away air thoughts of mar- 
riage until he has come close to the decade of the thirties; 
n other -words, until he has arrived at the period of life 
when the fire of his enthusiasm Is pretty well burned out, 
and he usually looks upon everyone and everything with 
coldness and distrust. In the case of poor young men 
going into the professions the situation is still more un- 
'avorable from a matrimonial point of view. As a rule 
they do not enter college until they are nineteen. Before 
graduation they are twenty-two, and then comes four years 
n the technical school. Not, therefore, until they are 
twenty-six years old do they enter .upon the hard duties 
of life and begin the struggle for existence. -Their am- 
)Ition, of course, Is to have their own home and someone 
to share it with them. The two are the stars that glitter 
n the firmament of their future. But unless they are more 
han usually fortunate the way la long and dark until their 
dreams become realities. This Is everyday experience, and 
t accounts for the great army of bachelors in all profes- 
sions, the law, medicine, the church and many others. It 
was only the other day that one of the highest officers in 
he army declared second lieutenants should not be allowed 
o marry because of their inadequate means, and these, be 
t remembered, are men nearinsr the thirtieth year, gradu- 
ates of West Point -jvho, have devoted years to their pro- 
:esslon. In a financial point of view they are far better off 
than civilians of. the same age among the professional 
classes, but still a generous government gives them little 
nore than Is sufficient for their own Support. 
The question Is one of the great problems of our complex 
civilization. And it is vain to theorize in regard to it. To 
sorrow ex-President Cleveland's phrase, we are face to 
face not with a theory, but a condition, which the economic 
and social standards that have been set up are transform- 
ng Into an immutable law. The old order cannot be re- 
stored without uprooting the very foundations of the social 
system. But how long will the system itself last, per- 
meated, as it is, with the innate poison of.self-destruction? 


THE DAY WHEN EVERYTHING IS WRONG. 


Next to a sense of humor, which Is the sanest and most 
certainly available means of escape, mere physical absence 
has Its advantages. Just to leave your work 'and your 
worries—your dishes in the sink, your beds unmade, your 
marketing undone, and, If need be, your doors unlocked— 
and go forth into the great outside world, Is to run with 
eager feet toward peace. It is good to go and see a friend 
and talk your troubles over; but It Is better to go out under 
the sky and forget It. Let the unhurried world of nature 
preach to you'of steadfast peace and growth under unceas- 
ng change. Let the big empty sky replace the cobweBbed 
celling of your house-bound consciousness, and flood the 
Savkened places with wholesome sunshine. When you go 
back to your dishes, they will almost wash themselves, for 
all the good fairies of out-of-doors will corns home with 
you and lend a willing hand to your work. 
To be able to do this requires, of course, some just per- 
ception of the relative Importance of yourself and your 
bothers—the sense of perspective, in short. 'But per- 
spective, while it reduces near mole-hills to their proper 
size, also lets us know .'the true nature of 'the mountains 
lurking behind. The'little worriea are reajly little, but their 
work in the soul Is hot little. Nothing so searches out our 
bidden weaknesses aa the days when everything* is wrong 
They are the soul's house-cleaning days, when every un- 
savory negltgente is haled into view, and the house-cleaner 
must needs get ruffled,in this effort to restore order.—

In addition to the bureaus, heretofore existing, which 


have been transferred to the jurisdiction of the depart- 
ment of commerce, two new bureaus have been created, 
the bureau of manufactures and the bureau of corpora- 
tions. .The former is to foster manufacturing industries, 
chiefly by furnishing reports and general information. 


But by far the most important bureau at the present 


time Is that which has been placed in charge of James 
R. Garfleld of Ohio, as commissioner of corporations. 
Mr. Garfleld is the son of the late President Garfleld? and 
at present a member of the civil service commission. 
The law provides that 
the „ commissioner shall have 


authority to make, under direction of the secretary, "dill- 
gent Investigation into the organization, conduct and man* 
agement of the business of any corporation, joint stock 
company or corporate combination engttged In commerce 
among the several states and with foreign nations, ex- 
cepting common carriers subject to 'an act to regulate 
commerce,' approved February 4, 1887, and to gather such 
Information and data as will enable the president of the 
United States to make recommendations to congress for 
legislation for the regulation of such commerce, and to 
report such data "to the president from time to time aa 
he shall require." It also will, be the duty of the com- 
missioner of corporations to gather, compile and publish 
useful information concerning corporations doing busi- 
ness in the United States and engaged in Interstate or 
foreign commerce, including corporations engaged in in- 
surance. 


The commissioner is given the same power and author- 


ity in respect to corporation's engaged in" interstate and 
foreign commerce as is conferred on the interstate com- 
merce commission; including the right to subpoena-and 
compel the "attendance of witnesses and the production of 
documentary evidence, and he may administer oaths.' 


'These bureaus which .are now attached to other de- 


partments, or which have an independent existence, are 
placed under the jurisdiction of the secretary of commerce 
and labor: lighthouse board, lighthouse establishment; 
national bureau of standards, steamboat inspection ser- 
vice, bureau of navigation, United States commissioner 
general of immigration, commission of immigration, bu- 
reau of immigration,-bureau of statistics, census office, 
fish cpmmtesloner^afld the bureau of'foreign commerce. 
There Is also (tri|gBfefr|d to the new; department 
jurisdiction, supejjylBto^ <j anij ^cpntypj of thq '"-1 


¥,t 
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salmon and other fisheries,' and also the •immigration .of 
aliens into the United States, including the administration 
of the Chinese exclusion law. 


In connection with the organization of the new* de- 


partment, it is interesting to note that the last secretary 
added to the cabinet previous to the secretary of com- 
merce, was the secretary of agriculture, who took his 
place as a regular officer of the government toward the 
latter part of the first term of President Cleveland, and 
that doubtless the next will be a secretary of mines and 
mining, who will probably take his seat early in the 
second term of President Roosevelt. 


Meanwhile all sections of the country are confidently 


wishing success to Secretary Cortelyon and to Commis- 
sioner Garfleld in the arduous tasks which confront them. 


HARMFUL POLITICS. 


(Colorado Springs Mining Record.) 


In political fights men are not always particularly care- 


ful of what they say or write. When personal ambitions 
alone are affected by mlaetatements it is a different matter 
to hindering progress generally and affecting the interests 
of all. In the last mentioned instance it is very harmful 
and those who conduct this kind of political fight should 
be condemned.

"Every suggestion concerning the Colorado exhibit Is 


wrong iwhlch, emphasizes the commercial feature and ia 
based upon some hope of securing advantages In the naturu 
of an advertisement for the state's resources. It is proper 
for Colorado as a state formed In part from the area ac- 
•quired by the Louisiana purchase to send an exhibit to the 
St. Louis fair, but the obligation to do this should be recog. 
nlzed as social rather than commercial. , 


"When the obligations of courtesy and good will are 


fully met there will remain no further'reason why Colorado 
should be represented at the fair, for the commercial bene- 
fit to be derived by a state from such an exhibit Is a mere 
dream of the Imagination. Nothing of that nature was 
derived from the exhibit made at Chicago, and at New Or- 
leans the failure was equally as pronounced." 


• The purpose of the foregoing Is obvious, if such illogical 
reasoning Influences the public sufficiently to wreck the 
state's exhibit enterprise, why so much the better fpf the 
writer—he will then, we suppose; pour it into the other 
fellow stronger, criticising him and his associates for the 
fact that the state was not adequately represented.

IN JUDICIAST COMMITTEE.

French real life. I happened to ask 
him one day if he ever played cards. 
He said no, he did not care for that 
sort of thing, and besides, his means 
would not permit it. "I never go.into 
a gambling-saloon," said he, "or into 
the card-room of a club; sometimes I 
may Join in a little game of poker 
among friends, just to pass the time; 
but only a .very small game, never 
more than a louis limit." A louis lim- 
it! I wonder what club-man (out of. 
the millionaire class) in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, or any of our 
larger eastern cities would call four- 
dollar poker a "very 'small" game!—•

A STRENUOUS RED SQUIRREL 


In the series of nature studies, pub- 
ished in Forest and Stream's natural 
history columns, Tiny was briefly in- 
troduced to the public. Tiny is a red 
squirrel, the son of Bismarck. The lat- 
ter was a grizzled old warrior, the hero 
of many a fierce battle. Why he gave 
:he cabin door yard to Tiny Is one of 
he mysteries ot squirrel life. He had 
leld It against all squirrels, red or gray, 
'or 10 years, and now gave it over to 
Tiny to have and to hold, without re- 
serve. 


A return to Bismarck's life historr 
may throw some light on this peculiar 
.ransactlon. 
Bismarck's family, April, 1900, con« 
slsted of a wife and four children. Mrs. 
Bismarck, at that time, left her chil- 
dren to the care of her husband, while 
she made a new nest in which to rear 
another family. 
It was Bismarck's 
duty to finish the education of the 
voung squirrels and to marry oft the 
daughters to young males of another 


The story of Finsen's achievement is 
another instance qf success growing out 
of apparent failure. For, after study- 
ing medicine for eight years at 
the 
Copenhagen university, he took his doc- 
tor's degree In 1890 (at the age of 30), 
only to find himself so stricken in body, 
with heart, liver and digestive organs 
all affected, that It was, out of the 
question for him ever to practice his 
prpfesslpn. So he turned to the wor't 
that offered., and for three years filled 
the modest post of preceptor In anat- 
omy at the university, his health con- 
tinuing as bad as possible. Thus in 
1893 th* Flnsen. whose name today is 
celebrated throughout all the scientific 
world was a poor and obscure instruct- 
or in a little Danish city. 
And today Pinsen still, in spite of 


all that he has done for the health of. 
others, la himself a stricken man. When; 
I taw him ht looked w«aK and ill, 
though buoyed up by the power pf his 
enthusiasm., a sort of light from with- 
in. He Is abje Jo_ work only an hour or 


and to locate his sons on ter- 
itory which they would ever after own 
and for which they would fight to the 
death. 
Tiny was not half so big as his only 
brother. Perhaps that was the reason 
why Bismarck favored him and brought 
Mm to the door yard. It was an un- 
usual act. for Bismarck insisted that 
nis sons should remain on the territory 
upon which he had located them. 
When Tiny had acquired full pos- 


session he proved to be a "chip of the 
old block." His motto. "No trespass," 
was Impartially enforced. He raced his 
irother, sisters, father, mother, as well 
as strangers, out ot the door yard, and 
fiercely attacked any squirrel that did 
not depart after the first warning. It 
was laughable to see Bismarck, the 
grizzled old warrior, rtfh as if for life 
when 
caught trespassing by Tiny. 


When Tiny approaches through 
the 
treetops and finds a squirrel In the door 
yard, he stops and sounds his war cry. 
This cry is long drawn out 
and IB 
something like the buzzing pf an old 
wooden clock when running down and 
striking the^hours. Atter this warning 
he makes a rush for the interloper, aho 
if he catches him the fur .files. 
Tiny had a lively experience with a 
wharf rat. The rat was a monster. 
What caused him to take to the 'Woods 
Is a mystery. Probably he wag a rat 
Christopher Columbus, and had started 
out to discover a new world. 


When he found my door yard he 


seemed satisfied. From a rat's stand- 
point it proved to be "A land flowing 
with milk and honey." 
Wheat, corn, meat, bird seeds, with 
no bloodthirsty human being to make 
life miserable. After two days of feast- 
ing the big fellow disappeared to appear 
again three days later with a mate. 
Doubtless the sly old rogue thought 
that he was able to support a family 
on the fortune he had discovered in 
the woods. 
I trapped the small rat but found the ' 
big one too crafty to enter a trap. 
* At first the rat did his foraging in the 
night time, so Tiny had no chance to 
make his acquaintance. Later he be- 
came bold enough to feed in the day 
time, which. In the end, brought him 
in contact with Tiny. I was talking to 
some visitors from one of the big sum- 
mer hotels, telling them the history of 
the rat, while he was eating from a loaf 
of bread in the dooryard, when I heard 
Tiny's war cry. I told my visitors to 
look out for a hot time. Tiny ran out 
on a limb about six feet above the rat 
and told him in vigorous squirrel lan- 
guage that he was a thief and a rob- 
ber,. The rat looked up, 
wondering 
what the angry little animal could be, 
that was talking in an unknown 
tongue, and pounding the pine limb 
with his hind feet. It never entered Ws 
head to be afraid of such, an Insigni- 
ficant foe. 
Tiny ran down the tree 
trunk, landing on the- ground not four 
feet from the rat. The latter stood on 
his hind feet and squealed a warning. 
A lady visitor urged me to drive the 
rat away. "Rats' are great fighters," 
said she, "the poor little squirrel will 
be killed." I offered to bet on the squir- 
rel, but before she could answer the 
fight was on. Tiny caught :th« rat by 
the neck. For'a few seconds all that 
could be seen wag something 'brown 
whirling in a cloud of pine needles. The 
rat soon found that hla little' foe was a 
cyclonic fighter, and he made desperate 
efforts to escape. He' dragged Tiny to) 
a stonewall, leaving a trail of blood be- 
hind. When he entered the wall Tiny 
let go and returned to the bread ana 
coolly proceeded to eat his dinner, none 
the worse for his fierce battle. 
The rat did not return. He either 
died from the effects of Tiny's savage 
bites, or, if he survived, left in disgust.

So when .we affirm that God is a 
person, we, affirm that he is a being 
who thinks and feels and wills and 
to .whose Intellectual and spiritual 
powers no. limits can be set..-«. He is 
mor* .truly and fully a person than a 
man-can be. Because he understands 
limself- and the relations of all things 
to himself perfectly, while no manom- 
derstands himself or the relation of the 
universe 
to Himself - .except 'to 'the 
slightest and most limited-extent. Fur- 
thermore, growth Is a human, but riot 
t may be believed, a divine character- 
sllc. -So as the greatest of modern 
German philosophers has said, "Per- 
fect-personality is in Qod only; to all 
finite minds'there is'allotted but a pale 
copy thereof.". 


Aristotle, as he studied the laws of 
form,,stamped upon.the physical uni- 
verrie'said "God geometrizes." The as- 
tronomer, Kepler, studying the move- 
ments of the heavenly bodies and the 
mathematical laws of the movements 
said In a rapture, "I think the thoughts 
of "God -after him." That is what 
we" mean when we say Jhat God Is a 
person because the uhfverse wHJeh he 
las made gives evidence .as a carefully 
constructed arid 
admirably working 
machlna, might, of thought on the'part 
•*"jts maker.

. 


he psalmist wrote "The' mercy of 
th? Lord endureth forever," and St. 
John wrote In his gospel, "Qod Is love." 
So these holy-men of old,' speaking as 
they were moved by the Holy .Spirit, 
bore witness to the fact that the kind- 
ness of the Ruler of the universe reveal 
a gracious and compassionate feeling 
on his part toward the creatures of-his 
hand. When Herbert Spencer affirms 
that "man is in'the presence'of an in- 
finite and eternal energy from which 
all things proceed," he affirms that 
there Is in the divine being something 
higher and vaster but akin to that 
which in man is called will." 
Again, 
In the words of Mr. John Flske, 
''When from the dawn-of life we see 
all things working together toward the 
evolution' of -the highest spiritual at- 
tributes of man we know, however the 
words may stumble in which we try 
to say it that Qod is In the deepest 
sense a- moral being; that the everlast- 
ing sense of phenomena IB none other 
than the infinite power that makes for 
righteousness."

He 
has said by the mouth of his prophet, 
"My ways are not as your Ways, neither 
are niy thoughts as your thoughts; but 
as the heavens are high "above the 
earth, so afar my ways higher than your 
ways and my thoughts - than 'your 
thoughts."-

know anything is best described by the 
word "person,"rand so that Is the besl 
Word w? can find to apply, to it.

This is the doctrine of the 
divine immanence, of which the Bible

thought today recognizes 16 needed as- 
a complement to1 the doctrine of the di- 
vine transcendence—the doctrine that 
God Is Over all. That thought of God 
left to itself, makes men conceive Of 
God as a kind of absentee landlord, in- 
finitely far away from the creatures 
that he has made and indifferent large- 
ly to, their fate. 
This Is the trouble 
with Mohammedanism. The Moham- 
medans are strict monothelsts and fee- 
live intensely that there Is only one 
one 
God, but 
they 
think 
of 
him as the awful 'ruler' of men and not 
ad the heavenly father. There is a well 
known Mohammedan tradition that 
when God-resolved to create the human 
race he took In his hands-a, mass of 
earth, the same whence all mankind 
was to be formed and having divided 
the clod into equal portions, he threw 
one half into hell, saying, "These.to 
eternal fire .and I care not," and flung 
the other half into heaven, adding "And 
these to paradise'and I care not." 
This suggests that a. monotheism 


which sets forth ;one God who is over 
all, Is not enough; that .what is needed 
la the revelation which is given us in 
Christ of "one God and father of all 
who is over all and through all and In 
all." 


Our definition of God 'not only af- 


firms that he creates 'all, but that he 
sustains all and orders all. Modern 
science here has given immense con- 
firmation to Christian faith, it has 
shown that the conception of-matter as 
dead or inertils no longer tenable. Sayfe 
an eminent -writer. "Modern knowledge 
has entirely outgrown that idea. If thjs 
study of physics has taught us anyj- 
thing, It is that nowhere in nature is 
Inertness or quiescence." 'Every r*fom 
of: the Whole universe is in motion, 
glow'ing with energy. The doctrine of 
the correlation of forces shows that all 
the different forces, light, heat, elec- 
tricity, gravitation, chemical affinity, 
are simply different forms of one and 
the same energy proceeding evidently 
from a single spring of energy,, that is 
both both infinite 
and 
eternal—and 
that source is God. He Is present at 
every point of the universe in his whole 
creation, sustaining and ordering all. 
He "is transcendent because he is above 
the universe in such a way that he is 
not helplessly.shut, up within, it and 
limited to it and capable of nothing 
outside it. He is an immanent, or an 
indwelling deity because he fills it as 
it is, from center to, circumference. He 
is not-shut up within the universe as 
a slave .within a dungeon but he tran- 
scends it, Is Its master, exceeds It, con- 
trols It, , orders 
alt Its. courses, 
makes It the servant of his will. 


The last element in our definition of 
God expresses the motive of all his ac- 
tion. God is the person perfectly good 
•who in holy love creates, sustains and
